there was reason to expect the 
distribution of sawfly resistant varie¬ 
ties within a few years. So we 
wrote to Mr. A. W. Platt, by whom 
the breeding work has been done, 
asking for a summary of his experi¬ 
mental work. The following para¬ 
graphs are derived, chiefly, from the 
report kindly prepared by Mr. 
Platt. 

Several yeare ago, Mr. H. J. 
Kemp obtained some bread wheats 
from New Zealand which had solid 
stems. These wheats, while resistant 
to sawfly, had poor baking quality, 
were susceptible to stem rust, leaf 
rust and stinking smut, and shat¬ 
tered freely. They were crossed 
with Renown, Thatcher, and Apex 
in the hope of securing hybrids 
which would possess sawfly resist¬ 
ance plus the desirable character¬ 
istics of our rust resistant varieties. 

♦The second and third generation 
hybrid populations contained every 
conceivable combination of desirable 
and undesirable characteristics. They 
were exposed to stem rust, 6tinking 
smut, sawfly and drought at several 
stations in the prairie provinces. 
Data have also been assembled on 
yield, strength of straw, milling and 
baking, etc. The vast majority of 
hybrid strains fell by the wayside; 
but a few performed well enough 
to bo considered for increase and 
distribution. Final judgment must 
await further tests.

It is impossible fo give actual 
figures on the loSses due lO 
weeds says II. J. Mather, Sup¬ 
ervisor of Weed Control, be¬ 
cause of the many ways in 
which they affect agricultuial 
incomes. However, a consider¬ 
able amount of work has been 
done on this subject and the 
results obtained are interesting 
A three year study conduct¬ 
ed by the Depaitment of Agric 
ulture in Saskatchewan on land 
of average infestation shows a 
loss from weeds of 25 p.c. in 
the yield of wheat. The Assoc¬ 
iate Councils on Weed Control 
states that the loss in 1982 < n 
yield alone in the throe Prairie 
Provinces amounted to over 
40,000,000 dollars based on 
prices prevailing at that ti ne. 
Costs of production are increas 
ing because of extra handling 
charges. Also the expense of 
installing and operating clean¬ 
ing machinery and additional 
transportation charges are 
costs attributable to weeds. 
Land values are seriously af¬ 
fected by the presence of weeds 
since the productive capacity 
of the farm may b e largely de¬ 
termined by tbc i.
